SHEPPARD FIRED 
FROM THE ARMY 


Dishonorable Discharge May Bar 
Him From Entering Olympic 
Games in Sweden. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1—Melvin W. 
Sheppard, the world’s greatest middle 
distance runner, was dishonorably dis- 
charged from the Twenty-second Regi- 


ment, where hé had been @ soldier for 
nearly four years. Col, Hotchkiss noti- 
fied the runner of his discharge and 
immediately forwarded the papers to 
the Governor at Albany. <A notice of 
his diseharge was also posted on the 
bulletin board at the armory. 

The cause of Sheppard’s trouble was 
his failure to attend to his military 
duty, missing drills and failure to pay 
fines. In explanation of his failure to 
attend to his military duty Sheppard 
said: 

“My work made it impossible for me 
to attend the drills. I often wag come 
pelled to work late at night.” 

What effect his dishonorable dis- 
charge will have on his athletic stand- 
ing is not known. While it will not in- 
terfere with his standing in this coun- 
try, there is a doubt as to whether or 
not it will prevent him. from being se-
